Called in an attempt to rouse black 
students on campus from their ‘‘apathy,’’ 
the BSU rally proved true to the cause 
in more ways than one, Begninning around 
noon, students gathered around the patio 
area on campus to hear a program of 
speakers headed by Dick Reynolds speak 
on various subjects concerning the 
minority student’s place inthe educational 
system. The rallying point for the meeting 
was Dr, Johns’ donation of twelve cents 
to the fund for Tommy Kimmons, a black 
youth shot in Los Angeles recently, 


Rally Indoors 


After some inaugural remarks by a few 
speakers, rain shifted the rally first into 
the La Vista room and finally into the 
main cafeteria before continuing, Speakers 
from MAYA and the BSU urged Chicanos 
and blacks alike tounite among themselves 
in order to change an educational system 
which seems irrelevant to all students, 
especially those in minority groups. 

‘Stand by your man’’, was the motto 
voiced by two black co-eds from Sac 
City as they urged all black girls to 
Stay by their men to give them strength 
in their struggle, And ‘‘struggie’’ might 
have been the proper word, as later results

White students - a 
move to combat racism

The recent racial tension onSac State’s 
campus was discussed by white student 
factions Friday at 1:30 p.m. ina meeting 
in the La Vista room, Although the 
Black Students Union and MAYA had 
representatives present, the meeting was 
held primarily to provide a forum for 
white students to discuss what canbe done 
to combat racism. 

The debate went back and forth, with 
various students proposing methods of 
dealing with the situation. SSC student 
Jim Burchill cited as the major problem 
the lack of communication between the 
various student factions on campus. 


dropped. Instead, all students who wishto 
continue in the fall will fill out and submit 
course preference cards during the week 
of April 14-18, 

Students failing to fill out the card will 
not be admitted for the fall semester. 

According to SSC Registrar John 
Rooney, the change in procedure will 
serve two purposes: it will confirm the 
student’s continuing status, and it will 
assist in the construction of a class sche- 
dule based on student desires. 


Ahead of new students 


SSC students will still be allowed to 
register ahead of new students under the 
new program. 

A controversial proposal to require 
students to pay their fees a full semester 
ahead of time was rejected by the task 
force. According to an administration 
spokesman, the proposal would have re- 
quired continuing SSC students to pay 
their fees in May of this year in order 
to continue as students next fall. The 
proposal was dropped because of a pos- 
sibility of changes in the amount of 
registration fees between the time of 
payment and the beginning of the semester. 


Mass Contusion? 


According to the spokesman, this could 
mean 14,000 students lining up to pay an 


This lack of communication was the 
cause of several rumors being circulated. 
The rumors ranged from reports that 
a group of whites were banding together 
for a ‘‘strike-back” to reports that the 
Black Panthers were ‘‘on cal! for de- 
fensive purposes.”’ 


A second meeting is planned foi 
Thursday at 1:00 p.m. in the La Vista 
room, at which time those involved hope 
to have some plan formulated to increase 
communication between the B,S.U., the 
Fraternities and Sororities, MAYA, and 
other groups on campus.

No student opposition 


According to Kooney, the possibility 
of strong student opposition to paying 
registration fees months in advance was 
not one of the reasons that the task force 
rejected the pre-payment plan. 

Rooney, who has long advocated the 
abolishing of pre-registration, went on to 
Say that he felt that the students wanted 
pre-registration abolished, and that such 
a change was necessary because of the 
expected SSC enroliment of 14,000 for the 
fall semester. He stated that course 
preference cards will prevent over- 
enrollment in classes, and premature 
course closures — problems that have 
plagued SSC in the past. 


Cards Crucial 


How important are the course prefer- 
ence cards? According to the adminis- 
tration, it will be assumed that studens 
who neglect to turn in the cards during 
the assigned time will not be returning 
in the fall. 

Those students who need specific infor- 
mation as to the new registration pro- 
cedures may contact the registrar’s office 


silence, and he suggested that the bowing 
of heads be repeated, and urged that 
‘ta few chairs be put’? over the heads 
of those who refused to stand, 


Brief Melee 


The period of silence was thus repeated, 
and after some students again refused 
to stand, a brief clash took place in the 
west end of the cafeteria as students 
began to exchange a few blows, Reynolds 
quickly brought the melee to a halt, 
though, asking the blacks to work out their 
problems among themselves, 

He went on to point out that, as all 
present witnessed, it was a a white person 
who had started the commotion, and he 
wanted all whites present to explain just 
that if any further trouble came of it, 

The rally was later concluded with a 
plea for black and Chicano students to work 
among themselves, and for whites to work 
in their own communities in an effort 


to alleviate the minority crisis in 
education, 
The Thursday rally precipitated a 


meeting of concerned white students — 
about 150 of them packed into the La 
Vista room early Friday afternoon to hash 
things over, . .or as the blacks tabbed it, 
“to get themselves together.”’ 

There was only one thing certain as 
the campus’s students headed into the 
weekend —- that events were avout as 
uncertain as they’d ever been on Sac 
Siate’s campus, 


directly. Additionai information concern- 
ing the new procedures, including a 
schedule for picking up the all-important 
course preference cards, will be publish - 
ed in future editions of the Hornet.

Does O’Leary mean that the constitution of the ASSSC is to be 
obeyed only when it happens to coincide with the views of the Adminis- 


tration? 


Finally, is he saying that the student body elections are a joke being 


played on the students’ 


Perhaps he would prefer that we merely submit a list of candidates 
and proposed amendments and let the Administration choose those 


that it favors.
